“'There’s trouble right here in River City” 
will be an apt title for an editorial next 
spring when the snow melt roars across 
Heber again, if we don’t get going soon to 
prevent it. : ) 

Permanent flood control is a priority for 
both county and city officials. But it must be 
a cooperative effort, because what the 
county does in the eastern part of the county 
will hopefully control water flow across the 
valley significantly, reducing whatever the 
city might have to do. And what the city 
does will determine how the county will 
complete the job in the western sector. 

However, the project is divided, even 
before it has begun. Heber Mayor Gordon 
Mendenhall says that Heber City will

because it is the quickest, most economic 
and effective alternative for the city. In the 
meantime the county commissioners have 
already paid for a survey of the Lake Creek 
area, prior to putting in a debris basin. They 
arë tentatively committed to extending the 
study throughout the county, and state 
representatives agree. Commission Chair- 
man Pete Coleman says there should be one 
study, one all-encompassing plan, and a 
single construction project, for the entire 
county and under its control. He says the 
commissioners can’t formulate a definite
